Jefferson City, Mo., March 19.—- 


Warning that the United States must 
now decide on a definite foreign pol- 
icy was given by Senator James Ham- 
ilton Lewis, of Illinois, who address- 
ed the Missouri legislature today. 


Senator Lewis said 
the 
United 


States should decide whether 
she 


would retain the 'Phillipines and 
maintain two large fleets to resist 
aggression on the part of 
foreign 


powers, or the United States must 
decide to leave the Philippines and 
return to the traditional policy of 
isolation. 


"Should the United States find it 


necessary to make a protest against 
Japan's forcibly seizing China," Japan 
would probably exact ot -her- present 
allies-—England, France and Russia 
—support for her against the United 
States," said Senator Lewis. "Then 
America would be confronted with 


remarkable 
situation. 
Should 


Japan, in conjunction with China, he 
forced to vent the grievance of her 
people by war, she would seize the 
Philippines and then 
would 
seize 


Hawaii as the base from which to in- 
tercept our fleet on it way to recover 
the Phillipines. Then Russia the al- 
ly of Japan, would seize Northern 
Alaska. 


"This would divide our army and 


navy. England, because of her alli- 
ance with Japan, could render no 
aid to the United States in Canada 
or Alaska nor would she dare to do 
so in view of English possessions and 
English citizens in Japan and China. 


"Central America, which has a 


grievance against us, because of the 
claim that we forcibly took Panama, 
might lend itself to aid our foes by 
drying the Panama to prevent our 
fleet in the Atlantic and Pacific from 
joining. 


"It is plain that the United States 


has but one of two courses. 
Either 


we must come out of the Philippines 
and remove any governmental inter- 
est from the far east, or we must 
maintain an 
Atlantic 
fleet 
large 


enough to cope with combined Eu- 
rope and a Pacific fleet large enough 
to combat the combined orient."

Sulphuric Acid and Civilization. 
Liebig said that we might gauge the 


civilization of a country by the quan- 
tity of sulphuric acid it consumed. The 
total output of this acid is now about 
o.OOO.OOO tons, according to the fourth 
edition of Professor G. Lunge's trea- 
tise oa its manufacture. 
At least 


1.000.000 tons a jcnr have been made 
in Germany, and that country has been 
importing about lOO.WO tons besides. 


Sulphuric acid is made principally 


from iron pyrites, but also from zinc- 
blende. It is essential in the manu- 
facture of high explosives, but there i'i 
scarcely a piocess of manufacture into 
which it does not enter. It is said that 
there is no branch of chemical tech- 
nology that has brcn more thoroughly 
developed than that "f the manufac- 
ture of sulphuric acid, but so keen i.s 
the competition that improvements are 
taking place all the time.

Editor of Tlic Advocate: 


The Ohio Light and Power Company offers to the city ' 


two options for purchasing; current: 


A meter rate at 1.1 cents per kilowatt. 
A flat rate for the same lights now used by the city 


for $6895.42. 


For the same service that the city has been receiving 


moonlight service $4192.85. 


Last year the expense of furnishing these same lights, 


according to the auditor's report, was -$8488.55. -This 
did not include fuel, which was furnished free, but this 
year will have to be paid for. 


The cost of fuel, estimated by Mr. Hitncr, the engi- 


neer selected by Mr. Christian, was $4561.99. 


The cost of fuel as estimated by Mr. Christian for 


the city plant is $5000. 


The cost last year for operating the Newark plant 


therefore was $13050.54 or $13488.55, d e p e n d i n g on 
whether you use Mr. Hituer's figures for fuel or Mr. 
Christian's. 


This does not include interest or depreciation. 
The moonlight rate offered by The Ohio Light and 


Power Company, and this is the same sort of sen-ice 
that the city has received at all times from its own plant, 
is less than the cost of fuel for operating the plant.

civilization of a countiy by the quan- 
tity of sulphuric acid it consumed. The 
total output of this acid is now about 
5.000,000 tons, according to the fourth 
edition of Professor O. Lunge's trea- 
tise on its manufacture 
At lea^t 


1.000.000 tons a venr have been made 
in Germany, jiud that country has been 
importing about 100.WO tons besides. 


Sulphuric acid is made principally 


from iron pyrites but also from zinc 
blende. It is essential in the manu- 
facture of high explosives, but there 
scarcely a pieces'; of manufacture into 
which it does not enter. It is said that 
tbere is no branch of chemical tech 
nology that hns bt-on more thoroughly 
developed than that of the manufac- 
ture of sulphuric acid, but so keen 
the competition that improvements are 
taking place all the tune.

A'hen an Italian pledge of neutrality 
s iulfilled, especially in view of the 
act that the cession ot the province 
oi Trent would imply a weakening ol 
Austrian ^military resources with re- 
ard to Italy. 


Commenting upon this report, the 


Tribuna says the condition which 
Austria demands is absolutely inac- 
.eptable and it maintained, would 
make impossible any iriendly agree- 
ment. No ministry would accept as 
a satisfaction of national aspirations 
a simple promise to be carried out 
at the end ot a war, the results ot 
ivhich no one can loresee, the news- 
>aper argues

view," the Tnbuna says, "is wrong, 
because they think Italy is asking 
compensation 
for neutrality. 
The 


problem is totally different. Austria 
fc)i evoked the war through aggres- 


lon against Serbia, partly against 
epeated Italian warnings and parti} 
without Italy's knowledge. This ac- 
tion was entirely contrary to mutuai 
Italo-Austrian pledges and conlhct- 
d with the fundamental interests of 
Italy. 
Thus the European equilib-
